Mass lodging operations present many difficult 
problems and every effort should be made to place 
families in private homes. 

Among major problems' involved in mass lodg¬ 
ing are:— 

(a) Abnormal living conditions. 

(b) Sanitation and health problems. 

(c) Behaviour problems. 

(d) Limited participation of families in their own 
rehabilitation. 

(c) Reluctance of families to leave mass shelters 
after they are housed there for a long period of 
time. 

(f) Influx of undesirable persons. 

(g) Excessive cost of operation. 

However, in spite of these problems mass shelters 
must be opened quickly when large numbers of people 
are left homeless. As soon as possible every source of 
private billeting should be used, thus putting to good 
use the information gathered by the wardens in their 
house to house survey.

Alberta Poultry Marketers Limited is a .Province-wide 
producer-owned and controlled co-operative with Head Office 
in Edmonton; large plants in Calgary and Lethbridge, and 
fifty branches scattered throughout Alberta. The Co-operative 
also owns four large modern hatcheries, located at Edmonton, 
Camrose, Calgary and Lethbridge. 

The latest addition to this co-operative enterprise is a 
thirty-seven acre experimental larm, situated twelve miles west 
of Edmonton on the Jasper highway. At the present time, ap¬ 
proximately five thousand broilers per week are being pro¬ 
duced on this farm. The purose of this production program is 
to provide the organization with a continuous supply of broilers, 
which it is necessary to have if we are to retain the market 
for the other products whiqh we handle. 

This is an experiment in vertical integration, owned and 
controlled by a large group of producers, to counteract the 
trend today of raising broilers by contract or otherwise when 
the control docs not rest with the producers.

J. I. Wright, General Manager, presented his report covering 
the operations for 1957. This report showed that the organiza¬ 
tion handled ot£cr S,000.000 dozens of eggs, over 5,000,000 pounds 
of poultry and 1,750,000 chicks Twith a total value of 
$5,552,556.00. 

The auditor's report and financial statement was presented 
by A. K. Miller of the firm of Alexander Kennedy-Miller & Co. 
This included operating statements of all departments which 
were fully explained and all questions answered. 

The present day rapid development of specialized non-farm 
controlled mass-produclioh programs within the industry con¬ 
stituted a matter of serious concern to the delegates.

BUILT FOR 19,000 
CARS DAILY 

Government engineers estimate 
the four-lane Calgary-Edmonton 
highway will be able to handle 
19,000 vehices daily. 

Highways Minister Taylor esti¬ 
mated that traffic now averages 
close to 7000 cars and trucks daily. 
Traffic would begin to slow down 
after the 19,000-a-day volume was 
reached — probably not for an¬ 
other 20 years — and then the 
government would widen the high¬ 
way to create another two lanes 
on each side. 

In addition, Mr. Taylor said, 
the government now plans to be¬ 
gin concentrating construction on 


other north-south Alberta high¬ 
ways — 21 through Camrose, 36 
through Viking and Castor, 41 
through Wainwright. 

Completion of these roads as 
modern paved highways would 
take some of the traffic load off 
No. 2 through Red Deer. However, 
if traffic there continued to 
mount, another two lanes — mak¬ 
ing it six-lane divided highway — 
would relieve the pressure. 

The minister explained that the 
highway originally was planned to 
include a 20-ft. median or dividing 
strip, but this later was increased 
to 30 feet as an added ’safeguard 
against headlight glare. He said he 
is sure this type of highway will 
help to reduce accidents.
